session, and, as required, w«*nt to the 
rules committee, of which A. J. Ro< kne 
Is chairman. 
When th«* resolution appear«'«] T hurs­ 
day it 
had attached 
an amendment, 
agreeing to the needed help, but pro­ 
viding for it by assigning to the com- 
m ittee a clerk 
now attached 
to th«* 
committee on general legislation. 
Th«* debate that followed was the 
most a* rimonlous of the 
whole ses­ 
sion. several members intimating that 
the rules committee was trying to boss 
th«* 
house. 
These Intimations 
w« r<* 
resented by Mr. Roekne. 
R, II. Timberlak«* moved to strike 
out th** Roekne 
amendment 
to the 
resolution, and It prevailed, though not 
until 
he had relieved 
his mind 
by 
banding out some talk that was fiery 
in its nature. 
This left the resolution as original­ 
ly introduced, but when St came to a 
vote it was found that a three-fourths 
majority would be required to pass it. 
Some oi the members argued against 
the rule, but Speaker riag u e produced 
the rule book and he showed that he 
had no other 
alternative but

t«»r«*e It. 
Mr. Dowling and his backers m us­ 
ter* *d 83 votes, the minority holding a 
total «if 2.7. 
As ninety votes were nec­ 
essary to < arry* th«* resolution failed. 
It showed the temper 
of the house, 
however, and while a victory for the 
rules committee, it <*ould not be called 
one to enthuse 
over. 
The fight will 
likely be resumed. 
After (he controversy, the house took 
a recess to allow the old soldiers who 
are attending the encampment to come 
in.

session. 
T he trouble w as over a resolution 
providing the co m m ittee on accounts 
and expenditures 
with an 
ex tra ac­ 
countant at a salary of $5 a day. 
The resolution was offered by P. E. 
Dowling, ch airm an of the com m ittee 
on public 
accounts, at W ednesday’s 
session, and, as required, w ent to th e 
rules com m ittee, of which A. J. Rockne 
is chairm an. 
When th e resolution appeared T h u rs ­ 
day it 
had a tta c h e d 
an am endm ent, 
agreeing to th e needed help, but pro­ 
viding for it by assigning to the com ­ 
m ittee a clerk 
now attached 
to the 
com m ittee on general legislation. 
The debate th a t followed w as the 
m ost acrim onious of th e 
whole se s­ 
sion, several m em bers intim ating that 
the rules com m ittee was trying to boas 
the 
house. 
T hese intim ations 
w ere 
resented b> Mr. Rockne. 
It. II. T im b erlake moved to strike 
out the Rockne 
am endm ent 
to th e 
resolution, and it prevailed, though no t 
until 
he had relieved

Explains His Measure. 
“This bill is the Iowa statute for the 
regulation of railways. Its purpose is 
not in any way to cripple any railroad 
corporation. The1 only object is to pre­ 
vent rebates and discrimination in any 
nnd every form, giving merchants and 
shippers equal opportunities, so tar as 
freight rates are concerned. Then tho 
railroads can make a just rate, so that 
all people will be treated alike.” 
The giving of special rates, rebates 
or drawbacks is strictly prohibited, the 
penalty being a fine of from $1,000 to 
$5.000. There is a provision covering 
the long and short haul. 
Senator Thorpe introduced a bill to 
bring the business of commission mer­ 
chants under the control of the rail­ 
road and warehouse commission. 
Senator Somerville proposed a bill 
providing for taxing bequests and 
legacies above $10,000. 
A bill of Senator Horton provides 
that any foreign insurance company 
may file a certificate with the insur­ 
ance commissioner, certifying to an in­ 
vestment or deposit of $100,000 in its 
home state, in lieu of such investment 
In this state. 
The senate passed nine bills, among 
them being Hickey’s copyright bill on 
plays or poems and McMamee’s bill 
making the accidental killing of a hu­ 
man being by a hunter manslaughter.

Action 
of 
Rules 
Committee 
Angers 
House Members. 
Rule 37 of the house regulations 
saved the committee on rules of the 
house from a defeat at the morning 
session. 
The trouble was over a resolution 
providing the committee 011 accounts 
and expenditures with an extra ac­ 
countant at a salary of $5 a day. 
The resolution was offered by P. E. 
Dowling, chairman of the committee 
on public accounts, at Wednesday’s 
session, and, as required, went to the 
rules committee, of which A. J. Rockne 
is chairman. 
When the resolution appeared Thurs­ 
day it had attached an amendment, 
agreeing to the needed help, but pro­ 
viding for it by assigning to the com­ 
mittee a clerk now attached to the 
committee on general legislation. 
The debate that followed was the 
most acrimonious of the whole ses­ 
sion, several members Intimating that 
the rules committee was trying to boss 
the house. These intimations were 
resented b\ Mr. Rockne. 
B. II. Timberlake moved to strike 
out the Rockne amendment to tho 
resolution, and it prevailed, though not 
until he had relieved his mind by- 
handing out some talk that was fiery 
in iis nature. 
This left the resolution as original­ 
ly introduced, but when it came to a 
vote it was found that a three-fourths 
majority would be required to pass it. 
Some of the members argued against 
the rule, but Speaker Clague produced 
the rule book and he showed that in* 
had no other alternative but to en­ 
terre it. 
Mr. Dowling and his backers mus­ 
tered 83 votes, the minority holding a 
total of 25. As ninety votes were nec­ 
essary to carry, the resolution failed. 
It showed the temper of the house, 
however, and while a victory for the 
rules committee, it could not be called 
one to enthuse over. The fight will 
likely be resumed. 
After the controversy, the house took 
a recess to allow- the old soldiers who 
are attending the encampment to conn* 
in. The visitors had a quartet and the 
remainder of the morning was put in 
listening to the music. 
After a recess, tho house reconvened 
at 1:30. 
The house may pass the code during 
the day.

CLAIMS ORDINANCE 
IS WHOLLY INVALID 


Hearing in Telephone Case Had 
Before Judge Warner in the 
Municipal Court 


SOME FINE POINTS ARE RAISED 


Council Had no Authority, it is 
Claimed, to Insert the Penal 
Provisions. 


There wan a hearing yesterday in the 
case of E ric k Kronberg vs. C, A. W alk- 
er and it devolped that there will be 
some pretty tine litigation over the m at­ 
ter of the right of the city council to fix 
telephone rentals as provided in ordin­ 


ance No. 171. 
The complaint against 0. A. 'A alker 
was made by the clerk of the municipal 
court some two or three weeks ago. 
The complaint charged a violation of 
the provisions of ordinance 171, in 
that 
Mr. W alker charged and collected from 
Mr. Kronberg for the rental of the phone 
in the month of December 61. »0, which 
was 50 cents in excess of the rental 
therefor as fixed by the provisions of 
that ordinance. 
Yesterday as the first witness was 
placed on the stand Attorney A. I). Polk 
objected to any prosecution or the intro 
duetion of any evidence on the ground 
that the state law applicable to the case 
did not confer upon the council the 
right to pass ordinance 171; that it did 
not give the council the power to fix 
rentals, because the relation between 
the c ity and Mr. W alker was a contract­ 
ual relation, which would preclude the 
council from attaching a penal provision 
for the enforcement of any ordinance 
based on contractual relations between 
the parties and that the ordinance was 
and is invalid. 
In view of the fa d that it is under­ 
stood that Mr. W alker will on the tirst 
of the month charge $2 for residence 
phones, a brief history of the relations 
between Mr. W alker and the city and 
a reference to the matter of fixing tel 
ephone rentals would not be out of 
place at this time. 
In 1805 the city council passed ordi­ 
nance 123, granting to C. N.Parker the 
right for 20 years to erect poles and 
string wires in the streets and alleys of 
the city for the purpose of establishing 
and operating a telephone exchange, the 
provisions of which ordinance were ac 
eepted by Mr. Parker and the exchange 
was established. 
As is understood this 
ordinance did not attempt in any way 
to fix the rate of te lephone rentals as 
between the grantee and the patrons. 
Under the law as it existed at that time 
the city council had no express or im­ 
plied power to fix such rentals. 
The 
council had the right only to regulate 
the manner in which the streets and al­ 
leys should be used. 
Mr. Parker owned and operated the 
exchange until June, 1900, at which 
time he sold his property and rights to 
C. A. W alker. 
The council at that time 
approved of the transfer and the Condi 
tions of the 
fr a n c h is e to Mr. Parker 
were not in the least changed. 
The law 
at that time was also in the same condi­ 
tion as it was in the year 1895, 
It is 
now contended that the only way in 
which the city council might have been 
enabled to fix rentals would have been 
by incorporating the necessary provi­ 
sions therefor in the original-ordinance, 
followed by an acceptance in that form 
and followed by the user of the tele­ 
phone rights thereunder. 
I t is con­ 


tended that if at the time of 
the 
transfer to Mr. W alker in Ju n e 1900, 
the city council had reserved, in 
form, 
the 
right 
to 
fix 
rentals 
and 
had 
adopted a new ordinance, incorporating 
the provisions fixing such rentals, anil 
Mr. W alker had accepted such new or 
dinance fand operated 
the exchange 
thereunder, or if at that time Mr. Par 
ker had entered into a solemn and writ* 
ten agreement with the council and had 
therein provided for the fixing of the 
rentals by the city council, as a consid­ 
eration and condition, for permitting the 
transfer from M r.Park er to Mr, W alker, 
and this had been followed up by the 
; regulation of the rentals by the council, 
under such circumstances it would up 
pear that Mr. W alker would have been 
bound to collect no rentals in excess of 
the rentals thus fixed and determined 
by the council and accepted by Mr. 
Walker. 
In May. 1901, it further appears that 
a representative of the Iron Hang©Tele 
phone company appeared before the 
council here and offered to establish a 
system and agreed to furnish phone» 
fur not to exceed $1 
for residence and 
82.50 for business phone-, and also to 
furnish all of the city and county oftic 
ers with the requisite number of phones. 
The records of the city council also 
show that Mr. Wfalker about this time 
appeared before the council and offered 
to furnish residence phones for 81 and 
business phones for $3, and after a com­ 


m ittee had been appointed to investi­ 
gate the matter, writing to many cities 
the size of Hrainerd to learn something 
of rates, etc., the city attorney was in 
structed to draw up ordinance 171, and 
in this ordinance was included trie pen 
al provisions for the enforcement there­ 
of. 
In this connection it is claimed by 
Mr. W alker at this time ‘that whatever 
agreement was entered into was made 
orally, and that in such oral agreement 
nothing was said in reference to the 
penal provisions. 
Fo r al>out two years 
Mr. W alker in large part conducted the 
system in accordance with the ordinance. 
Brief arguments were heard yesterday 
on the objection made by M r. Polk, 
Judge Mantor appearing on behalf of 
the city, 
Judge W arner took the mat­ 
ter under advisement, saying that he 
would render his decision Monday, giv­ 
ing the attorneys the right to tile cita 
tions of authorities with him not later 
I than M arch 11. 
The ease was continued 


until March 16. 
If the court sustains the objection 
made by Attorney Polk the action must 
be dismissed. 
If the court overrules 
the objection the ease w ill come up for 
trial on March 1<>. 
It seems that the strongest stand tak­ 
en by the defense is that the city coun­ 
cil did not have the authority to insert 
the penal provision for the enforcement 
of the ordinance, something that was 
not talked of at the time an oral agree 
ment was had between Mr. W alker and 
the city. 
The result of the case will be 
watched with interest.

CLAIMS ORDINANCE

Hearing in Telephone Case Had

SOME FINE POINTS ARE RAISED 


Council Had no Authority, it is 


Claimed, to Insert the Penal 


Provisions. 


There was a hearing yesterday in the 
case of Erick Kronberg vs. C. A. VV alk- 
er and it devolved that there will be 
some pretty tine litigation over the m at­ 
ter of the right of the city council to fix 
telephone rentals as provided in ordin­ 
ance No. 171. 
The complaint against C. A. VV alker 
was made by tho clerk of the municipal 
court some two or three weeks ago. 
The complaint charged a violation of 
the provisions of ordinance 171, in th at 
Mr. Walker charged and collected from 
Mr. Kronberg for the rental of the phone 
in the month of December $1.50, which 
was 50 cents in excess of the rental 
therefor as fixed by the provisions of 
that ordinance. 
Yesterday as the first witness was 
placed on the stand Attorney A. I). Polk 
objected to any prosecution or the intro­ 
duction of any evidence on tho ground 
that the state law applicable to the case 
did not confer upon the council the 
right to pass ordinance 171; th a t it did 
not give the council tho power to fix 
rentals, because the relation between 
the city and Mr. Walker was a contract­ 
ual relation, which would preclude the 
council from attaching a penal provision 
for tho enforcement of any ordinance 
based on contractual relations between 
the parties and th a t the ordinance was 
and is invalid. 
In view of the fact that it is under­ 
stood that Mr. Walker will on the first 
of the month charge 82 for residence 
phones, a brief history of the relations 
between Mr. W alker and the city and 
a reference to the matter of fixing tel­ 
ephone rentals would not be out of 
place at this time. 
In 1805 the city council passed ordi­ 
nance 12d, granting to C. N.Parker the 
right for 20 years to erect poles and 
string wires in the streets and alleys of 
the city for the purpose of establishing 
and operating a telephone exchange, the 
provisions of which ordinance were ac­ 
cepted by Mr. Parker and the exchange 
was established. 
As is understood this 
ordinance did not attempt in any way 
to fix the rate of telephone rentals as 
between the grantee and the patrons. 
Under the law as it existed at that time 
the city council had no express or im­ 
plied power to fix such rentals. 
The 
council had the right only to regulate 
the manner in which the streets and al­ 
leys should be used. 
Mr. Parker owned and operated the 
exchange until dune, UMX), at which 
time he sold his property and rights to 
C. A. Walker. 
The council at that time 
approved of the transfer and the condi 
tions of the franchise to Mr. Parker 
were not in the least changed. The law 
at that time was also in the same condi­ 
tion as it wTas in the year 1895. 
It is 
now contended th a t the only way in 
which the city council might have been 
enabled to fix rentals would have been 
by incorporating the necessary provi­ 
sions therefor in the originaHrrdinance, 
followed by an acceptance in th at form 
and followed by the user of the tele­ 
phone rights thereunder.

the

the city council had reserved, in form, 
the

Mr. Walker had accepted such new or­ 
dinance rand operated 
the exchange 
thereunder, or if at that time Mr. P ar­ 
ker had entered into a solemn and writ' 
ten agreement with the council and had 
therein provided for the fixing of the 
rentals by the city council, as a consid­ 
eration and condition, for permitting the 
transfer from Mr. Parker to Mr. Walker, 
and this had been followed up by the 
regulation of tho rentals by the council, 
under such circumstances it would ap 
pear that Mr. Walker would have been 
bound to collect no rentals in excess of 
the rentals thus fixed and determined 
by the council and accepted by Mr. 
Walker. 
In May, HMH, it further appears that 
a representative of the Iron Range Tele­ 
phone company appeared before the 
council here and offered to establish a 
system and agreed to furnish phones 


fo r not to exceed 81 
for residence and 
$2.50 for business phones and also to 
furnish all of the city and county offic­ 
ers with the requisite number of phones. 
The records of the city council also 
show th at Mr. Walker about this time 
appeared before the council and offered 
to furnish residence phones for $1 and 
business phones for 83, and after a com­ 
mittee had been appointed to investi­ 
gate the matter, writing to many cities 
the size of Brainerd to learn something 
of rates, etc., the city attorney was in­ 
structed to draw up ordinance 171, and 
in this ordinance was included the pen­ 
al provisions for the enforcement there­ 
of. 
In this connection it is claimed by 
Mr. Walker at this time 'th a t whatever 
agreement was entered into was made 
orally, ami that in such oral agreement 
nothing was said in reference to tho 
penal provisions. 
For about two years 
Mr. Walker in large part conducted the 
system in accordance with the ordinance. 
Brief arguments were heard yesterday 
on the objection made by Mr. Polk, 
Judge M antor appearing on behalf of 
the city. Judge Warner took the m at­ 
ter under advisement, saying th at he 
would render his decision Monday, giv­ 
ing the attorneys the right to file cita 
tions of authorities with him not later 
than M arch ll. 
The case was continued 
until M arch 16. 
If the court sustains the objection 
made by Attorney Polk the action must 
be dismissed. 
If the court overrules 
the objection the case will come up for 
trial on March IG. 
It seems that the strongest stand tak­ 
en by the defense is th at the city coun­ 
cil did not have tho authority to insert 
the penal provision for tho enforcement 
of the ordinance, something th at was 
not talked of at the time an oral agree 
ment was had between Mr. Walker and 
the city. 
The result of the case will be 
watched with interest.

No Effect Given “ Sealed Letter.” 


“ No effect can be given this ‘sealed 
le tte r’ as 
a part of the 
will, even if 
evidence was offered to prove that it 
w as in existence and know n to the 
testato r at the tim e the will w as ex­ 
ecuted. 
To 
treat this letter 
as an 
operative declaration of tru st, would 
be, in effect, to hold that te s ta m e n ta ry 
disposition of property could be m ade 
by an in stru m en t not executed in con­ 
form ity with the statu tes reg ulating 
such tra n sfe rs of properties.” 
T he opinion goes into the history of 
the will case in detail, 
review ing it 
from the first contest over the adm is­ 
sion of th e sealed letter in N ew H av­ 
en before the superior court. 
Counsel for Mr. B ryan when asked 
if the f-ase would be taken any higher 
said that it would not be. 
The decision doubtless ends one of

ror. 
The 
decision upholds

ment to the effect that the clause in 
Mr. Bennett’s will containing the para­ 
graph in regard to the $50,000 to be 
left to Mr. Bryan is Inoperative and 
that the said fund Is a part of residu­ 
ary estate. 
Mr. Bryan appealed from 
this decision and the result is as pre­ 
viously 
stated. 
The superior 
court 
having held that 
the “sealed letter” 
was no part of the will, the only ques­ 
tion to decide on was its contents as 
a testam entary document. 
Clause 12 
of the will leaves $50,000 to Mrs. Ben­ 
nett in trust with no purpose, while 
the sealed letter says that the money 
is left to William J. Bryan. 
The su­ 
preme court holds that the superior 
court 
is right in 
deciding th at 
the 
clause is inoperative. 
In its decision 
the supreme court says, in part: 


No Effect Given “Sealed Letter.” 


“No effect can be given this ‘sealed 
letter’ as 
a part of the 
will, even if 
evidence was offered to prove that it 
was in existence and known to the 
testator at the time the will was ex- 
ecuted. 
To 
treat this letter 
as an 
operative declaration of trust, would 
he, in effect, to hold that testam entary 
disposition of property could be made 
by an instrum ent not executed in con­ 
formity with the statutes regulating 
such transfers of properties.” 
The opinion goes into the history of 
the will case in detail, 
reviewing it 
from the first contest over the admis­ 
sion of the sealed letter in New Hav­ 
en before the superior court. 
Counsel for Mr. Bryan when asked 
if the ease would be taken any higher 
said that it would not be. 
The decision doubtless ends one of 
the most interesting cases ever fought 
out in the courts 
of the state.
